TRADE OF CHINA 


Balance As Against 
Germany 


Despite the political and military 

difficulties through which China has 
been passing, there has been no in- 
terruption in the steady growth of 
commerce between Germany and tho 
Far Eastern republic, Statistics pub- 
lished-in-Berlin show that both ex- 
ports to and imports from China 
Were much larger in 1028 than they 
were the year before. ‘So ‘far during 
the present year, the rato of increase 
has apparently -been maintained. 
. The value of imports from China, 
which was Ms, 266,000,000 in 1927, 
climbed to Ms. 330,000,000 Inst year, 
while the value of exports of China 
went up from Ms,, 121,000,000 ‘to 
Ms, 170,000,000 during the same 
period, German shippers are encour- 
aged by these figures, but on the 
whole satisfaction js far from com- 
plete, because of Germany’s sceming 
inability to narrow the very con- 
siderable unfavourable balance in its 
The balance against 
Germany amounted to Ms. 144,000,000 
in 1927 and this increased to Ms, 
160,000,000 last year, 

During 1928, Germany bought from 
China about Ms, 45,000,000 worth of 
wood and similar products {rfcluded 
in which was tea to the value of 
Ma. 3,600,000, eggs to the value of 
Ms. 2,800,000, and Ms. 10,000,000 of 
fats and vegetable oils. Other im- 
ports included ol! products, Ms. 
207,000,000 feather and bristles Ms. 
13,000,000; hides’ and = akins, Mas. 
17,000,000; intestines, Ms, 6,000,000. 

Approximately, Ms, 169,000,000 of 
the total German exports to China in 
1928 conslated of manufactured pro- 
ducts, of which Marka 80,000,000 re 
presented dycs, varnish and lacquer, 
and Ma, 16,000,000 paid for other 
chemical and pharmaceutical products.

| INFoIL INDUSTRY IN 
CHINA 


THREATENED LOSS BY BAN ON 
SUPERSTITION 


EXPORT VALUED AT $10,000,000 

According to the “Chinese Econo- 
mic Bulletin,” tinfoil is a Chekiang 
specialty with Hangchow, Shaohing 
and Ningpo leading in production. 
The export to Kiangsu, Shantung, 
Hopei, Hupeh, Hunan, etc. is valued 
at $10,000,000. Countless ‘number 
of inhabitants in Hangchow, Shao- 
hing and Ningpo make a living by 
this industry, 

Superstition 

It'is used largely in connection 
with sacrificial ceremony and super- 
stitious practice. Since the es- 
tablishment of the National Govern- 
ment, the authorities have done a 
lot in combating superstition, but 
the tinfoil trade remains to be one 
of the leading industries in 
Chekiang for the reason that it is 
no easy job to uproot a time- 
honoured custom ond that much 
unemployment will result from sud- 
den suspension of business. 

Hangchow figures most promin- 
ently in this trade- as a pioneer and 
Shaohing picks it’ up next with 
Ningpo running third as an imita- 
tor. As far as production goes, 
Hangchow and Ningpo may be rank- 
ed as equals, each turning out 
300,000 packages while Shaohing

A GREAT SCHEME 


WRESTING HUGE TRACTS FROM 
THE SEA 


The completion of the enclosure 


lof the. first section of submerged 


land (amounting to about 50,000 
acres) scheduled to be reclaimed 
from the Zuider Zee, the announce- 
ment of which was lately received, 
is an event of sufficiently notable 
interest ‘to direct attention to the 
engineering project of 
which it forms an essential part. 
It is the first fruits of an enterprige 
reflecting, the greatest cradit on the 
Dutch people, both as regards its 
financial and its technical “aspects, 
and the progress of the undertaking 
cannot but be followed with inter- 
national interest and goodwill. 
Schemes for the reclamation, in 
part or in whole, of the Zuider Zee 
have attracted the ingenuity of 
Dutch engineers for a number of 
generations, The area of the 
Netherlands is relatively so small 
and there is go little land available 
for the natural expansion of the 
population, the development of 
agriculture and the growth of in- 
dustries, that advantage has had to’ 
be taken of every ‘opportunity of 
wresting from the sea such tracts 
as have lent themselves to enclosure 
by dykes and embankments, in the 
construction of. which the Dutch 
have become adepts. The great in- 
land basin lying to the south of the 
Frisian Islands and hemmed in be- 
tween the province of North Hol- 
land on the West and “Friesland, 
Overijssel, and Guelderland on the 
East, offered an attractive field for 
an operation of this kind. Obvious- 


‘|ly it could be performed by the bold 


stroke of running a dam across the 
narrow seaward opening and 80 
cutting off from the sea several 
hundred thousand acres of shallow 
water, which could be pumped out 
and the land reclaimed for otcupa- 
tion and use. 


HISTORY OF THE SCHEME 


Until recently, the mognitude of 
the operation had proved too great 
for the financial resources of the 
country and there was an absence 
of technical data upon which’ to 
found a feasible scheme...

The reclamation ‘ot the polders, 
after thelr enclosure, involves the 
pumping out of the -water. and the 
permanent drainage of the areas. 
Then the soil must be rid of its 
saline content, due to long ‘satura. 
tion by sea water, s0 that a short 
time muat elapse before the land 
is actually cultivable, An agricul- 
ture Commission estimates that it 
will take six or seven years to bring 
it to full productivity. \ 

The cost of this great project in 
its entirety, including enclosure 
works and reclamation, will 
Probably exceed 500 million 
guilders, say £40,000,000. It will 
have the effect of adding no leas 
than 7 per cent. to the present area 
of the Netherlands, and the arable 
area will be increased by 10 per 
cent. It will drastically change the 
coastline ‘of the country and alter 
the face of the map. It {s an epoch- 
making enterprise.

THE “TOBERMORY” 
‘TREASURE 


RACE ‘AGAINST TIME TO 
SALVAGE £3,000,000 


«A SPANISH GALLEON | 


Colonel Kenneth Foss, the diving 
expert, has embarked on a race 
against time to salvage the £3,000,000 
treasure which is bolieved to be con» 
tained in tho Spanish Armnda galleon 
lying 10 fathoms deep in Tobermory 
harbour, Colonel Foss has been con- 
ducting salvage operations since 
1912, spurred on season after sea- 
son os fresh spoils have been brought 
to the surface, “Wo are going all 
out this time,” “Colonel Fous” told a 
“Morning Post” representative. ‘We 
shall have to work day and night to 


prevent the sittage of clay from beat | 


ing us, but there Is no doubt that wa 
shall recover the bullion beforo tho 
time fs up. The galleon had sunk into 
the clay.of the harbour bed, and is 


it Is cavered with an envelope of clay, 
the heaviest of storms could not have 
enused it to shift.” 

The Strong Room 

The strong-room, Colonel Foss 
atated, is situated near the stern of 
the ship, beneath ‘the cabin of the 
high poop, This is inferred from a 
letter written by a diver named Miller 
who descended to the wreck in the 
Seventeenth Century, and who de- 
seribed seeing “one paper of Lattin 
Extracted out of the Spanish Re- 
cords that there: was Thirty Millions 
of Cash (Pounds Scots) on board. the 
said ship, and it tolls it lay ander yo 
gill of the gun room.” About twelve 
pounds Scots were equal to one pound 
sterling. “At present the poop deck 
is covered with about six feet of 
clay,” Colonel Foss continued. 
“Suction pumps have been used to 
clear away most of the silt, but we 
have decided t6 replace these with 
grabs, which can do the work faster, 

“Full Pressure. 

It should not 
weck to clear the deck, provided we 
work ot full pressure all the time. 
Divers will then be sent down with 
axes and pneumatie saws to hack 
their way through the deck, and so 
into the strong-room. There should 
be very little «lifficulty in breaking 
through, as I anticipate the deck and 
the floor of the cabin below are built 
of fairly thin pitch pine’ When 
asked whether the use of high ex- 
plosive would not shift the clay even 
quicker Colonel Foss smiled, 


People Annoyed 
“The first and last time I 
‘did such a thing,” he said, 
“I brought the ceiling ,about 
the ears of inhabitants of oa 
house on the water-front. The peo- 


ple of Tobermory spoke their minds 
so forcefully then that I do not intend 
to repeat the experiment. This 
month IT had o further short survey 
made by two divers, Without any 
machinery to help them, and using 
only probing spears in their hands, 
they sent up several more pieces of 
plate, But this was their most [m- 
portant find.” Colonel Foss then 
showed a length of age-worn oak, of 
the weight and consistency of a 
block of Iron, “When I took that to 
a ship-breaking expert,” he naid, “he 
had no hesitation in identify- 
ing it as part of the ribs of a large 
vessel, That shows how near we are 
getting.”

‘Remote control of electric 'ma- 
chinery on board ship is one ofits 
strongest recommendations, and the 
important function of it is Its ability 
to supply pumping power in any part 
of the vessel. Powerfu! bilge pumps, 
for example, may be placed at the 
bottom, capable of dealing with, al- 
most any inflow of water, while at 
the same time the motors themsclves 
are high up above the normal toad 
water-line and can take their current 
elther from the main Generators 
down in the engine-room, and should 
thess go out of ation, from the 
auxiliary generators in conjunction 
with storage batteries up in the 
superstructure, It is almost inevit- 
able that such clectricity should ba 
supplied by Diesel-driven generators, 
because they are: entirely self. 
contained, In fact, while the naval 
architect naturally likes to keep down 
his top weights as much as possible, 
there is a growing tendency for ships 
to have a large auxiliary power-room 
up in the superstructure,

Increase in the uac and application 
of wireless telegraphy is to some

An even more anclent’ com- 
Pressor is employed to supply the 
starting air, and it'is the duty of a 
junior enginecr to run it once or twice 
during the voyage—usually every 
Saturday morning. The running ‘of 
the Diesel is not regarded as a serions 
part of the day’s work, and it {8 un- 
ikely that the generator either would, 
or could, be of much use in an 
emergency, In other instances some 
particularly unfortunate hot bulb en- 
gincs have been selected for the same 
work—and have not worked at all!

JUNK CAPSIZES 


Survivor Tells His Story 


To Police 


"The story of a disaster that befell 
a junk whilst riding rough seas from 
Taipo (New Territories) to Shekki in 
Chinese territory, was related to tho 
Polico by Choi Ping, one’ of the crew, 
who said that the junk, heavily laden 
with salt, capsized with the total loss 
of the cargo and junk. 

With & crew of three, the junk left 
Taipo on Saturday with 127 piculs of 
salt, In the evening heavy weather 
was encunntered, A particularly 
strong gush of wind overturned the 
Junk, precipitating the crew and the 
entire cargo‘into the water, 

Choi Ping had the good fortune to 
krasp a plank of wood floating near by, 
and after drifting about for some 
hours, he was picked up ‘at midnight 
by a fishing junk and conveyed to Tai- 
po % 


Nothing has since’ been seen of the 
other men that compriged the crew (one 
of whom was the master) and it is 
believed that they have been drowned.

Foreign Minister’s

‘Foreign Relations and Public 
Opinion,” Dr. C. T, Wang, Minister

An Eliminator for 
Alternating Current 


The introduction of a new-mode} 
metal rectifier by the Westinghouse 
Co,, priced at such a low figure as 
21s, means that anyone can now 
build a high-tension mains unit for 
for about £5. This rectifying unit, 
which is known as Type H.T.8, js 
of the half-wave pattern and will 
give an output of approximately 120 
volts at 20 milliamperes—quite 
enough for ordinary receivers, such 
as those having three valves, It 
comprises, a8 4 matter of fact, one 
“limb" of a Type H.T.1 unit which 
will give an output of about 200 
volts. at 100 milliamperes, Type 


.|H.T.1 is a full-wave rectifier and is 


rather large for those using an or- 
dinary receiver. 

The ‘fype H.7.3 unit must be sup: 
plicd-with a voltage of 185 mensur- 
ed when the full load is being taken 
from it, or 140 volta at no load. A 


‘| transformer must therefore be. used 


to adapt the mains voltage to one 
suited to the. rectifior, 

This transformer will have a pri- 
mary winding wound to suit the 
voltage and frequency of ithe al- | 
ternating-current supply, but 
manufacturers may issue trans 
formers having a ‘tapped primary 
winding for various voltages, Care 
must then be taken that the flexible 
wires used for connecting the maing 
are joined to the correct terminals, 

The transformer and rectifier to- 


.| gether form a unit for converting 


the alternating current Into a pul- 
sating direct current. Actually 
there’ are 50 pulses of current per 
second ‘when the frequency’ of the 


"| A.C, supply is 50 periods per second. 


The output from the . rectifier is, 
therefore, varying all the time and 
is quite - unsuitable for the anode 
current eupply to recelver, 
Only smooth or an unvarying 


direct current. {a sultable, because

is, ‘however, an ‘easy matter to. 
‘smooth the output by ‘using conden- 
sers and’a chocking coll. "These 
actually ‘epmprisa ‘a 4-mlcrofarad 


‘microfarad «ts satisfactory, . There 
is.a little. advantage in using 4 
microfarads, however, as the output 
voltage is a little greater than when 
a 2-microfarads condenser is used. 

Having obtained a .supply of 
direct current at about 120 volts, 
ithe next point to consider is tha 
arrdngement of the receiver to 
which the unit {a to be connected. 
The H.T. unit was designed for the 
“Dual-wave 8." In this recaiver there 
are three separate high-tension cir- 
cuits, The maximum output from 
the unit may be taken to the power 
valve, which “is therefore connected 
‘to the positive side of the condenser. 

‘, Dstector: Voltage 

For the detector valve, a voltage 
of rather less than the maximum 
provided by the unit is needed. One 
of 90 volts .ia suitable, and it is 
therofora necessary -to include a 
resistance in the anode circuit. It 
must have such a value’that 90 volts 
are lost in it. The value of resist- 
ance cannot be estimated, however, 
until the current passing is deter- 
mined. _ 
- Assuming this is to amount 
to 15 milllamperes; then the re- 
sistance must ‘have a value of 20,000 
ohms,’ If the current had been 2 
milliamperes, the resistance would 
have to be less—15,000 ohms. A 
current of 1.6 milllamperes is an 
average value, however, and the 
resistance tmay,, therefore, be 
fixed at 20,000 ohms. : 

The H.F. valve must be supplied 
with approximately 60 volts 
and as the total voltage 
is 120, the resistance includ- 
ed in tts. high-tension supply 
circuit must reduce the voltage by 
60. A normal anode current for 
this valve {s 1) milllampere, there. 
fore the resistance must be 
about 60,000 ohms. One of 50,000 
ohms could be used, as the anode 
current passed by different valves 
of the same type varies by a few 
per cent, : 

As the voltage-reducing resist- 
ances are employed mainly for the 
purpose of regulating the voltages, 
they must be connected to con- 
densens in order that they shall not 
affect the working of the reeelver. 

Smoothing Arrangements 

The combination of a resistance 
and condenser forms a - most 
effective filter in two ress 
pects, In’ the first. place, the 
output from the main filter is etill 
further smoothed and, secondly, 
varying currents which may pass 
through the anode circuit of the 
valve, will tend to flow through the 
condenser and not through the 
resistance ‘to the main filter 
condenser. The output resist. 
ances and condensers therefore tond 
to prevent anode circuit couplings 
and motorboating or othen forms of 


instability, 

The effectiveness of the output 
filters may be increased by employ- 
ing larger condengors or resistances, 
but, as the values of the resistances 
have to be decided according to the 
voltages desired, one may only vary 
the capacity of the condensers.

The suggestion 
that Japan’s position in Manchuria 
was analogous to the British position 
in India, and the American in Hayti, 
was disputed by the Chinese, 

Police Control 

~The Chinese commented adversely 
upon the amount of political and mili- 
tary police control exercised by Japan 
in Manchuria. An’ American delegate 


J|vegards the problem of Manchuria, in 
view of the manner in which the pros- 
nerity of Manchuria had reacted fa- 
vournbly on China, eg., in Customs 
and Post Office receipts, Moreover it 
wus thanks tirst to Russia, then to 
Japon that Manchuria had developed 
te such an cextent commercfally. 

Change of . Feeling 
Another delegate observed that 
Britain and. America quite apart from 
Japan and China, were interested in 
the prosperity and maintenace of peace 
in Manchuria, and also the- “Open 
Door” there. A Japanese delegate 
remarked upon a certain change of 
feeling as regards - Manchuria, in 
Japan.
